With The Railroad! 


The trend to this area as a vacation resort is di- 
vided into two definite periods. The first era in its 
popularity dates back three generations to the time 


when the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad first crossed 
the Alleghenies and the mountain climate invited 
travelers to tarry during summer months. The rail- 
road saw possibilities of increasing its passenger traf- 
fic and, because few accommodations existed for 
travelers, the company built and operated large hotels 
in Deer Park and Oakland. These early resort hotels, 
typical of the architecture of that period, sprawled 


over the breeze-swept plateau and were surrounded by 


privately owned cottages of well-to-do families from 
cities along the railroad. 

The second stage of Garrett County’s development 
as a summer resort began following the completion 
in 1925 of Deep Creek Lake as part of hydro-electric 
project. The waters of the lake cover 4800 acres of 
what was once farmland and forest— the largest body 
of fresh water in the Kast. 

Vacationers find the lake waters perfect for boat- 
ing, swimming and fishing.

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ae Agriculture is the most important industry in 
Garrett County, both in terms of total income and in 


= _ the number employed. But this agricultural economy 


_is relatively young. When Washington and Jefferson 
- were writing about fields and farms in the tidewater 


_ ‘regions being abandoned because of over-cropping and 


Fe 


erosion, this plateau was an almost unbroken virgin 
forest. Each year, even now, some new areas are be- 


oe ing brought into agricultural production by the clear- 


ing of woodland for pasture or cropland and by the 


drainage of glade land. 


The mountain-top climate makes the area well 


: suited to the production of hay, pasture grasses and 


\ 


legumes. In recent years, an extensive business has 


been built up on the production of cool-weather vege- 


tables such as cauliflower, lettuce and broccoli. Last 
year; cucumbers were raised successfully for the first 
time in commercial quantities. 


Agriculture Major Industry 


Rainfall averages 46 inches per year and is nor- 
mally well distributed throughout the growing season. 


While still important, maple syrup production 
has declined somewhat because many of the groves 
were over-aged and have been cut. Not too long ago 
the bulk of the local maple syrup was shipped in large 
drums to Vermont, where it was no doubt repackaged 
and sold as Vermont maple syrup. Now, almost all of 
it is retailed by the producers. The quality of the syrup 
is good and demand usually exceeds the supply. 


There are good markets for milk, with bulk re- 
ceiving plants being conveniently located at Oakland. 
Weekly auction sales at Accident, Grantsville and Ter- 
ra Alta, W. Va., provide adequate outlets for live 
stock. 


Practically all farms in the county are owner-op- 
erated. This results in a stable farm population and a 
slow rate of change in farm ownership. The condition 
of the farming industry is described as healthy—and 
there is every indication that it will stay that way.

Slightly off the well traveled roads, one of Garrett They re Workin for the Fishermen 


_County’s unusual attractions is often overlooked by 
visitors, and even many natives have never visited the 
Bear Creek Trout Hatchery and Rearing Station. 


The hatchery, which was acquired by the State 
Conservation Commission in 1928, is reached from 
Route 219, between Accident and the Cove. Here, in 
large connecting ponds, trout and other species are 
‘raised, the fish being moved progressively from one 
cement pool to another as their size increases. During 
the summer months, regular visiting hours are main- 
tained for the convenience of the public. 

Each year approximately 15,000 nine to 12 inch 
adult Rainbow trout are raised for the stocking of 
streams in Garrett County. Five concrete pools and 
one rearing pond, together with resident house, garage 
and refrigerated building provide the facilities for this 
important business. 

~ Some of the streams stocked with trout from Bear 
Creek are Savage River, Crabtree Run, Middle Fork, 
Poplar Lick, Buffalo Run, New Germany, Sand Run, 
Red Oak Run, Glade Run, Potomac River, Piney Run, 
Red Run, Puzzley Run, Big Yough, Little Yough, Wolf 
Den, Cherry Creek, Murley Run and Bull Glade Run.

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“Sugaring Time” Finds eee 
Maple Syrup Vats Boiling

tion is. still practiced on many Garrett County farms, z 


chiefly in the Grantsville and Bittinger sections. Tra- 
ditionally, sugaring begins the week. of Washington’s 
birthday and runs through March and on briefly in- 
to April—until a swelling bud signals a halt. 

In good sugaring weather the dripping maple 
water fills the ‘‘keelers” in 24 hours. An average tree 
yields 40 to 50 gallons in a season; some of the “good 
leakers” have yielded 100 to 125. : 


The average tree’s 40 or 50’ gallons of water pro- 
duces one gallon of syrup—which, by government _ 
standards, must weight eleven pounds. A gallon of 
syrup, in turn, boils down to about opie bags es 
sugar, 

The budding of the red mapies is the first sign 
that a definite end is near. A few days later the sugar 
maples take on a rusty brown appearance as their buds 
swell. Then the season ‘breaks ‘rapidly. By the time 
the men can take down all the keelers the hillside 
groves are car peted with anemones and: i ce are i 
ing their nests in Mig maples. 4

CASTLEMANIRIVER BRIDGE 


The historic stone arch bridge spanning the =< Soares 
Castleman River east of Grantsville recently was re- ea 
stored and preserved for posterity as a monument to 
the earliest bridge construction methods in the United 
States. 

Built in 1813, the arch structure from 18138 until 
1933 carried the ever-increasing traffic of Route 40, 
the National Pike. 

In 1933, due to the heavy increase of vehicular 
traffic, it was necessary to relocate the right of way 
of Route 40 east of Grantsville in order to eliminate 
several hazardous curves as well as the steep incline 
over the old bridge. 

‘The relocation project necessitated the erection 
of the present steel bridge some 400 feet south of the 
stone arch bridge. Since erection of the new bridge, 
the only traffic which used the old bridge were his- 
torians, people who knew and enjoyed the thrill or the 
way-down-deep feeling that took place in one’s stomach 
when crossing the arch, and the rural mailman who

The story of early America, when roads were few 


and far between and the construction of the Castle — 
man stone arch bridge and Route 40 is indeed an in- 


teresting one. é 

Transportation between the seaboard states and 
the Mississippi Valley shortly after the beginning of 
the 19th century was a vital problem. The Braddock — 
and Forbes roads of French and Indian times were 
inadequate. \ 


i 


Construction of a canal would be expensive, if not 


impractical, and there was opposition upon Constitu- 
tional grounds to the Federal government making im- _ 
provements. The need was so urgent, however, that 
Congress decided to build a road across the mountains. 

On March 29, 1806, Thomas Jefferson approved 


a bill appropriating $30,000 for a road from Cumber- 


land to the Ohio River at Wheeling, W. Va., officially 
known as the ‘‘Cumberland Road.” 

‘Lhe road commission appointed by the. President 
consisted of Eli Williams and Thompson, a surveyor. 
They were authorized to hire two chain carriers, a 
marker, a vaneman, a pack horse man and horse to 
make th preliminary survey. 

The route decided. upon followed the gener 
course of the old Nemacolin Path from. Cumberland 
to the Monongahela River, passing through Little 
Meadows. It crossed the Castleman at the Little Cross- 


ings, the Youghiogheny at the Great Crossings and — 


the Monongahela at Red Stone Old Fort (Brownsville) 
where connection was made with Pittsburgh by boat. 

By 1808, the right-of-way had been cleared one- 
half width as far as Brownsville. Contracts for con- 
struction of ten miles of the road west from Cumber- 
land were signed on April 16. and May 8, Ahh and 
were completed in the fall of 1812. 

The next letting was in August, 1812, a_ distance 
of 11 miles, extending to Little Meadows. It ge com- 
pleted in early 1815. a 

The work was then contracted to the Youghies 
gheny in August, 1815, and finished in 1817. The de- 


lay was caused by scarcity of laborers, high prices and ‘ 


apprehension of possible failure of the contractors. - 
The whole road was not completed and opened at 


traffic to the Ohio until 1818. .The cost. of building the 


road across the mountains from Cumberland to Union. 
town, including the stone arch bridge, was $9, 745 per 


mile. Funds for construction were raised by the govern-_ ‘ 


ment from the sale of public lands in Ohio. ate was 
planned to build the road to the Mississippi, but it: was” 
finally completed only as, far as Springfield, Ohio. an 
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Bridges and culverts were well built of stone. ‘One ts 
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largest stone arch in America when constructed in 
1813. 

It is said that it was built larger than needed to 
carry the river water in order that the proposed C. 
and O. Canal might pass under it. 

A public celebration was held on the day the sup- 
porting timbers of the bridge were removed. People 
who had seen the arch under construction said it would 
collapse when the supports were removed. 

David Shriver, of Cumberland, road construction 
superintendent for the government, with a few labor- 
ers, on the night before the celebration, quietly re- 
moved the “key” of the supporting timbers. Shriver 
.stood under the bridge and said that he might as well 
be dead as his reputation depended on the arch. 

The bridge stood without supports, just as it 
stands today. It carried the traffic of the great high- 
way for 120 years until the new steel bridge was con- 
structed. 

The Garrett County Historical Society has a copy 
of the contract for construction of this bridge, which 
served the National Road traffic over the Castleman 
River. 

The Washington County, Pa., Historical Society 
has the original contract for the construction of the 
bridge. 

The contract is too long for publication, but here 
are some interesting notes from its contents: 

“Article of agreement made this 4th day of Sep- 
tember, 1813, between Abraham Kerne, John Bryson, 
contractor, and David Shriver, on the part of the 
United States. 

“The contractor agrees to build a bridge across 
the Little Youghiogheny River on the ninth section 
of the United States Western Road, 80 foot span in 
the clear with a width of road across the arch of 26 
feet. The arch to be a segment of 120 degrees, to be 
three feet thick etc. All materials to be found by the 
contractors, except lime. Bridge to be completed on or 
before the first day of November, 1814, 

“The United States agrees to pay the contractor 
at the rate of $2.25 for every perch of mason work in 
the bridge; $2,000 to be paid as soon as the abutments 
of the bridge are built and $2,000 when the bridge is 
half built.” 

The contract concludes as follows: “It is hereby 
likewise provided that no member of Congress shall 
be admitted to any share or part in this contract or 
agreement or to any benefit to arise therefrom.” 


The contract was signed and sealed by David 


Shriver and the contractors Kerns and Bryson before | 


Jon Scott and M. Hallam on September 30, 1813. It 
was approved by James Madison, then abe ious of 
the United States.
